The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: This is a follow-up interview to the one held on 3/21/2006 at 10 AM 
between the Applicant's Attorney and the Examiner. The Applicant indicated that Yang fails to address claims 1 and 
27 as their application has a dedicated buffer for cells contending for the same output port. After reviewing all the 
citations the Examiner cited from Yang in the last Office Action, it was mutually agreed that the independent claim 1 
does not overcome Yang's reference as it does not clearly claim that only cells with non-unique destination address will 
be occupying the dedicated buffer. Further it was pointed out to the Applicant's Attorney that the phrase "buffer 
connected in parallel with the outputs" in claim 1 needs to be clarified further as any of Yang's shared buffers can read 
on such a limitation. However, it was also agreed that Yang does not adequately address the limitation in claim 27 as it 
does not clearly state that the shared buffer contain only contentious cells. The Attorney indicated he will amend the 
claims after consulting his client and submit it to the Office for further considerations and search. 
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
